Burt Moles more With the micenes of women, 
Too daintic to venture (207 therr knees 112 
deuotion ) but the ſoles of their teete ypon 
the ground,Deut.28.56.n0 doubr a ſore ad- 
uenture. But nothing ſo taunting as that in 
Salomon, where the Whore is mockt for a vo- 
tarie, and ſhe that offered her ſelfe to other 
mens luft, yet is ſet out for a Saint with offe- 
rings of peace to God,Prou.7.14. Ihope ther- 
fore all good people will prumledge me by theſe 
bole preſidents ; yea F am ſure of this that 
zone Will frade fault with me, but ſuch as firft 
finde a fault in themſelues, and to ſuch F pro- 
feſſe my ſeife indeede a Preacher, and to haue 
preachedall thus for them,as Chrift m the Goſ- 


pell profeſſed of humſe!fe.that he came to call 
dinners;

ous wife and holy woman. The Diuell 
atthe firſt beganne his temptation by prai- 
ſing ofthe woman, by telling her, thatif 
(Hee knewv her felfe, ſhee wanted: bur anc 
thing to make herlike God; And from the 
diucl(Ithinke)itcomes,that ſo many men 
ſince, in cuery age, hauc ſo wantonly be- 

ſtowed their time, their wits,their pennes, 
and ſometime their penſils too, eyther 
vainely to magnihe, or vilely to embaſe 
the dignity of women the cauſes of which 
follie | rake to bce theſe,eyther for that pe- 

nerally they did not know them,and then 
they wrote fooliſhly ,or for that ſometime 
they doxed onthem, and then they pray- 

ſed immoderatly, or elſefcr that ſomrime 
they hated them, and then they railed fu- 
riouſly : But;thereare, to ratifie the pre- 
ſent diſcourle and praiſe of women, three 
things,firſt God, by whoſe ſpirite it evas 
concciued : ſecondly Bathſheba a woman, 
by whoſe mouth ir was taught: thirdly, 

Salomon a man, yeathe wiſct of men, by 
whoſe pen it was enditcd, that is to fay, 

God inſpired it into chemother, the mo.

thertaught it-to Salomon herſonne, and 
then Salomon her ſonne publiſhrit ro the 
world: therefore if we [peak of the know- 
ledge of agood woman, who knoweth 
her better than ſhee ker ſelfe? who know- 
eth her better than man thar lineth with 
her? yea who.knoweth her ſo wel as God 
that madeher? Againe, if in this deſcrip- 
tion zny thing migbtſeeme too much in 
praiſe,it was nota womi but a mati that 
wrote it, if any thing might ſeeme too 
grievous or burdenſome in precepr, it 
was not a man,but a woman, that impo- 
ſed it; or if any thing might ſeeme eyier 
too much or too littte,or otherwiſe than. 
it ſhould bee, it was neither mani hor wo- 
man,but God that firſt direQed it: and 
rhtis in one defcription ofa vertuous wife 
and holy woman (which isnotin any o- 
cherauthor,nor yet elſe wherein any part 
of Scripture) weehaue a man, awoman 
yea God himſelf, and all out of onemouth 
ſpeaking and conſpiring; Shee that hath 
caresto heare,lether heare.

therefore firſt ro bee reckoned (as ye (ce) 
among the Laitic; not like a fiſhermans 
boate, not like S.Perers ſhip, for Chriſt 
did call no ſhe Apoſtles.Indeed it is com- 


mendableinawomon when ſhe is able by 


her wiſedome to inſtruct her children, 


and to giucat opportunities good coun-

ſell to her husband: bur when women 
ſhall rake vpon them ( as many doe); tb 
build Churches, and ro chalke out diſci- 
plinefor the Church, this is nexcher com- 
medablenor olerable,/or her hands(faith 
Satomon ) muft handle the ſpindle, verl.1g. 
the ipindle or the cradle, but neither the 
Altar nor the' Temple: for S. Fohu com- 
mendeth euen to the ele& Ladie nor ſo 
much her talking, as her walking m the 
commandements,2.loh.5-6.Therfore to 
ſach preaching women ir may be an{we- 
red, asS. Bernard ſometime anſwered the 
Image of the bleſſed Virgin at the great 
Church ar Spire in Germany;Bernard was 
no ſooner come into the Church, bur the 
Image ſtraight ſaluted him, and bad him, 
God morow 'Bernard: Whereat Bernard, 
well knowing the iugling of:theFriers, 
made anſwere againe our of $;Pau/; Oh 
(faith he)your Ladiſhip hath forgot your 
felfe, 7t not laWfull for Women £0: ſprakors 
the { barch, © LtÞ 
Againe, the Merchant i is a 6 pirovcable 
ſhip,to reach a wife inall things to ende- 
2ourher husbands profic: but many:wo- 
men 
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men are like water-pageants,made onely 
for fhew,like pictures in a table, good for 
nothing but to pleaſe the eye,nolonger 
to be liked than they be looked on,yea ſo 
viuprofitable and diſloJute inthe houte,as 
no man would thinke them to bee wines, 
but that at mealcs he tindes them fitting 
at the vpper end ofthe table: whereas of 
the good wife it 15 ſaid heere, that /he will 
doe her Iuſband good,and n0t eult,verl. 12, 

Again, the Merchant is a paintull ſhip, 
and ſhe muſt bee a painful! wife ; notlike 
a running Pinnace to skoure from coaſt 
rocoaſt,trom houſe to houſe,as many A= 
thenian women do, who giue themſe]ues 
to nothing, but idly & wantonly to hcare 
and tell newes;for he that hath ſucha wife 
may thinke himſelfemarricd to an Intel- 
ligencer ; whereas S.Paul aduiſeth ſuch 
bufie bodies to gouerne their owne hou- 
ſes,1.Tim.5. as if intermedling with other 
mens did make them idle in their owne. 

Againe, being like a Merchants ſhip, 
thatis, hee being the Merchant and ſhe 
the ſhip,ſhe muſt needs conclude ſhe was 
made for him, aud therfore a ſhip of traf-

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fque to enrich him, but not a pirate to 
ſpoile and rod him. To fpoile and rob? 
a5it a woman could robbe her husband >» 
Indeede it hath oft been held a queſtion 
diſputable, though [I in truth have little 
minde to diſpute it ; yetl heare what is 
ſaid ro thar purpole from the mouth of 
Bue, Vi'ecate of the frute of the trees of the 
ga>den,Genel.z./Ve;therefore ſheputs in 
her ſelte; and the eates of zhe rrees indehi- 
nitely, therfore of all the trees inthe gar- 
den, and therefore all was hers as well as 
Adams,and the womans in right as wellas 
the mans. To which I anſwere, thar all is 
hers in participation to vie, but eAdams 
onely in diſcretion to diſpoſe, which « 
peareth by two reaſons, firſt, becanſe the 
beaſts were named by Adam and not by 
Exe, and to name is a note of dominion 
and authoritie: as when 7o/eph became 
Pharaohs leruant, and Danre/a captijue to 
the Chaldeans, they receiued from them 
other names ; and we in our baptiſme re- 
ceiue our names to acknowledge thatwe 
belong in rightro Chriſt, Secondly, the 
whole world was giuen to 4dem before

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Ene was made, ſoas hers was but an after- 
righr,and if the haucany tenure at all;the 
holds in Capite, 8& the hath no titie bur by 
her husband: ſhe therefore that vſurpeth 
abſolate authoricie in the houſe, is no 
Merchanr,but a pirate tothe Merchant. 
 Laſtly,theis like a Merchants ſhip,that 
iS, a friendly fellow and peaceable com- 
panion tonim,butnota man of warre to 
contend with him. For he that made her 
neuer built her for battaile ſure ; ſhe was 
builr for peace, and not tor warre, tor 
Merchants weepe to thinke of warre : 
therefore ſhe mult nor for euery angrie 
word of her husband berake her ſelfe in- 
to the gunne-roome ſtraight and there 
tothunder, to charge 8& diſcharge vpon 
him with broad words, or as mariners ſay 
at ſea,to turne the broad1ſide;like Zippo- 
rahthe wife of Mo/es, to raile vpon him, 
T hou art indeede a bloudre huſband, F.xod.4. 
this is no ſhippe of Merchants, this is the 
Spite,l thinke : and therfore Bo marucile, 
if many men thus ſhipt doe wiſh them- 
ſelues a ſhore, and that vntimely death 
might take {ucha wile for a prize.

ſofaire and ſpeake ſo foule, what a con- 
trarictie is this? 'T here was great reaſon 
ſure to copare a good woman to a ſnaile, 
nor onely-for her ſilence and cominuall

Likea lilie firlt, norlike anertle:againe, 
like alilie among thornes,as ſhewingpa- 
nenceinthe foreſt prouocation.. Sarah 
indeedewaspeacenble,and fo:were!mas 
ny more, yettheir praiſe was leile, in:as 
muchas they had meeke husbands;for the 
is 4 monſter char liverh-normeckly: wich 
a meek husbaind, but the thavis. yoakrwith 
a Nabal;a churle,a foole, as :4b:gau was, 
and bearestharpariently, thee may ſay 
with Deberab, inthe fifth ofahe ludges, 0 
my ſoils thou has marched oattantly : And 
there ſhall more'true honor grow to you 
by ſuck patietce/ahan if ſouldicrlike yee 
did preunile by fuvie & violence; andthe 
1 worſe 
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worſe your husbands bee, the more ſhall 
your vertue {hine,which in affliction ſhi- 
neth moſt, like ſtarres twinckling in the 


nighe;& it ir be gricuousto finde matter 


ofpatiencethere where ye lookt tor com- 
fortand prote&ion,ycrit ſhall haue inthe 
endareward,and in the Intern a ſingular 
admiration,and,as Mary ſaith of her ſelf, 
All generations ſhall call ſuch bleſſed. 

It followerh in the text: She brmngeth 
her food from a farre.As ye haue heard what 
ſhe is like, ſo now likewiſe what ſhe doth 
roo; for being is knowne by doing,as the 
tree is knowne by the fruite. Alas itis a 
imall thing, year is nothing to bee like, 
for copper oft times islike good coyne, 
and the diuell is like an angel of light,aud 
if cuill women were not like ro many 
things, which indeede they are nor, they 
could notdeceiue ſo many as they doe: 
therefore the next thing is to conſider 
what the doth; She bringeth ber foode from 
4 farre. She bringeth,farit, therefore deſcri- 
bed facre adnuer/a non awerſa, with her face, 
not with her backe toward: for when a 
ſhip pocth foorth,euery man murmureth 

for 
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forthat it carrieth,the Merchant himiſelfe 
feareth leit it miſcarrie ; but whea it re- 
rurncth, there is ioy forthat ir bringerh. 
And where Sa/5mon faith he bringeth, hee 
meaneth nor rhat ſhe bringeth in with 
her,asif a wife were to be choienby her 
dowrie; for the worſt wiues haue many 
times the beſt portions, and ihe beſt wiues 
(ſuch as Efth:r was) haue oft times none 
at all. Indeed the manner cf the world is 
now to ſecke wiucs, as Fudas betrayed

giuc? anditthe father chanceto ſay with 
Peter, Aurum &/ argentum non eſt miht ; let 
her the be as obedient as Sarab,as deuour 
as Anna, as vertuous as the Virgin Mary, 
yetal this is nothing, Querenda pecuntapri- 
mim ef, other things may mend it, but 
mony makes the match. Therefore this 
was not it which Sa/omon meaur by bring- 
ing: for a good wife though ſhe bring in 
nothing with her, yer through her wiſc- 
dome and diligence great things come 
in by her; ſhe brings in with her hands, 
for ſhe putteth her hands to the whect (iaith 
Salomon) verl.t9- and indeed it her worke 
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doe 
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doe not counteruaile her meate; then is 
cucry finger of her hand like a theefe in 
the houſe. Againe,it ſhe be too high to 


ſtaine herhands with bodily labour, yet - 


ſhe bringeth in with her eyc, for ſhe oucr- 
ſeeth the wares of her houſebold (ſaith Sato- 
mon)and eateth nat the bread of idlenes,verl, 
27. Againe,ſhe bringeth in by her fruga- 
litie, for ſhe hoIdeth ic a point of conſci- 
ence,neither to fare more daintily, nor to 
attire her ſelf more trimly,than may ſtand 
with her husbands tate : forit thee waſte 
more than ſhe bring in, & her vicualling 
amountto more than her whole voiage, 
that Merchant was ill aduiſed that man- 
ned her foorth, and ithad been good for 
him to be alone. Bur as the ſaying is, that 
many men marrie their executors; ſo is it 
true likewiſc,that many men marrie their 
executioners: and as the finne of eAdam 
beganat Eze,ſothe ruine and confuſion, 
the extortion, oppreſſion, griping. of te- 
nants, yea and facriledge of many men 
beginneth at the pride ot the woman tor 
now euecrie Ladie of the lateſt edition if 
her husband have bribed our but an end

of anoffice, yet ſhe reuels & playes Rex, 
and ſhemuſt hauc her Coach,though but 
to crofle from the Church-ſtile to the 
Church-porch: and whereas thoſe [ſrac- 
litiſh women, Exod.38. when the Inſtru- 
ments of the Tabernacle were to bee 
made, gaue in their deuotion their yery 
Looking-glaſſes toward it; yet now the 
forbidden apple is pulled, the Church is 
robbed and ſpoiled,a Patrone will ſcarce 
paſſe away a poore Parſonage, but witha 
reſeruation of his owne tithes, and all to 
maintaine French Hoods,Ruffes, {.awaes 
and Looking-glaſſes: whereas of the ver- 
tuous wife it is faid verſ.11. of the Chap-

But what bringeth ſhein ? She brings in

owne wife ?Ifatany time you haue occa- 
f10n to exerciſe your authoritie, yet you 
muſt remember,it is authoritic tempered 
with equalitic ; the wife is therfore to be 
goucrned with louc, not ouerruled by 
tyrannie. And let all husbands know this 
fora rule inall things, that the wife {hall 
much better do her dutie to her husband, 
when the husband doth his owne dutie 
in example before.
